SECTION  C - SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  (i).  WATER.  The  whole  of  the  Town's  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  Council  under  agreement.  No  complaints  have  been  made 
regarding  the  quality  or  quantity. 

Periodical  tests  are  taken  by  the  Rural  Council  Engineer  who  has  informed 
my  Council  that  they  are  satisfactory. 

The  population  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes  is  123  which  is  2*29 J, 

(ii),  DRAINAGE  AND  SANITATION.  The  Town  Sewerage  is  on  a partially 
separate  system  with  outfall  to  sea  through  Woodbrook  Terrace  on  the  South 
side  of  the  G.W.R.  Main  Line,  and  through  a septic  tank  situated  at  the 
Old  Harbour. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  The  watercourses  at  the  rear  of  Bethany  Chapel  and 
Dyfatty  Stream  are  cleaned  regularly.  New  Street  was  flooded  once  du» 
to  abnormal  rain. 

3.  (i).  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  The  number  of  houses  from  which  night  soil 
is  collected  is  31. 

(ii) .  SCAVENGING.  House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  a Motor  Lorry  with 
Tarpaulin  covering.  In  the  busier  parts  of  the  Town,  it  is  collected  more 
frequently.  It  is  deposited  on  the  foreshore,  the  site  is  most  convenient, 
being  400  yards  away  from  the  nearest  house.  The  refuse  aids  in  abating 
coast  erosion  at  this  point.

EVACUATION.  The  Urban  District  has  been  designated  a Reception  Area  under 
the  Government's  Evacuation  Scheme.  During  the  year  265  evacuated  persons 
were  accommodated  within  the  district.  The  number  was  made  up  as  follows 
Unaccompanied  children  85;  accompanied  children  107;  mothers  55;  other 
adults  13.  Two  large  mansion  v/ere  requisitioned  by  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  to  accommodate  a number  of  mothers  and  children.  The  Llanelly 
Rural  District  Council  have  established  Sick  Bays  at  Felinfoel,  Llanelly, 
where  minor  cases  of  sickness  are  treated.  In  the  event  of  serious 
accidents  or  operations,  the  patients  are  admitted  into  the  Llanelly 
General  Hospital,  the  Glanamman  Hospital  or  the  Carmarthen  Infirmary,  The 
number  of  children  treated  in  the  Sick  Bays  has  been  remarkably  small  and 
there  have  been  but  few  cases  of  serious  illness.  The  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  have  acquired  premises  in  the  centre  of  the  Town  v/hich  have  been 
opened  as  a Social  and  Welfare  Centre  for  the  evacuees.  Unaccompanied, and 

accompanied, children  utilise  these  premises  for  recreation  purposes,  and 
also  the  parents  of  the  children  attend  for  Make  and  Mend,  Sev/ing  and 
Knitting  classes  which  are  held  twice  weekly,  and  garments  are  distributed 
to  Hospitals  and  to  the  Services.  All  the  arrangements  in  connection  with 
the  health,  welfare  and  general  comfort  of  the  evacuees  have  proceeded 
smoothly  and  satisfactorily.

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The  Dairies  are  kept  in  a very  good  condition,  and  all  cans  and  utensils  are 
given  particular  attention.  One  cowshed  has  been  completely  rebuilt  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Regulations, 

119  Samples  of  Milk  were  taken  under  the  National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory 
Scheme  and  sent  for  examination.  Examinations  are  made  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Carmarthen, 

11  Samples  were  submitted  for  tuberculosis  examination,  all  of  which  were  found 
to  be  negative, 

(b) ,  MEAT  etc,  fekehouses,  Shops  and  Vehicles  are  regularly  inspected  and 
always  kept  under  observation.

The 
Ministry  of  Food  discontinued  killing  at  the  slaughterhouse  on  October  17th  1942, 
The  premises  are  used  as  a Depot  for  receiving  and  distributing  meat.  The  tolls 
received  from  the  South  Western  Wholesale  Meat  Supplies  Association  for  use  of 
part  of  the  slaughterhouse  as  a depot  were  £299,  8,  6,  as  compared  with 
£237,  17,  11.  for  the  year  1943,
